Pup staff and suppliers have been 
left fuming after a pub landlady 
and her daughter vanished, leav¬ 
ing them owed thousands of 
pounds. 

Bar and kitchen staff at Headley 
Hills, a 17th century coaching inn 
in Church Lane, Headley, along 
with food and drink suppliers for 
the pub have spoken about their 
anger and frustration at being left 
in the lurch by Susan and Isabella 
Stevenson, who ran the pub. 

The pair surrendered the pub 
lease at the start of February, but 
Simon Tildesley, the former head 
chef, said he is owed more than 
£1,000 and about eight other staff 
members were also out of pocket.

Suppliers are trying to trace the 
Stevensons in a bid to recover the 
money they are owed. 

A new owner, Red Mist Leisure, 
plans to re-open the pub, which 
has reverted to its traditional 
name the Cock Inn, after a £450,000 


refurbishment, and has promised 
to do what it can to help the pub’s 
staff. 

Mr Tildesley said: “It was hard. 
All of a sudden I didn’t have any 
money to pay bills and rent and 
buy food and clothes for my son.” 


He said three kitchen workers 
had to return to Romania as they 
had no job or money. 

Before the sudden sale, he said: 
“I had suspicions, but each time 
I confronted them, they said 
nothing was happening.” 

Ian, the owner of Swift Drinks, 
said he felt a “bit angry and out of 
pocket” because the company is 
still owed £3,500. He believes the 
mother is now in Spain. 

He said: “They have been cus- 
tomer-s of mine for years and 
friends. We used to socialise. She 
was quite involved in the racing 
community at Epsom. We helped 
them out over Christmas...and this 
is how we are repaid.” 

Steven Luff, from Ye Village 
Butchers in Walton-on-the-Hill, 
said: “They left us with quite a

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HEALTH SERVICES: Team promises best for patients’ needs and wider Surrey Downs population 


Major community hospital services review

The team behind a major re¬ 
view of community hospital 
beds and outpatient services 
has promised patients it is 
“about what’s best for you”. 

But concerns were raised 
that it would turn out to be 
costly “talking shop” as 
about 40 people gathered for 
the launch at Bourne Hall in 
Ewell on Monday. 

The review will look at is¬ 
sues such as staffing, patient 
care and the condition of 
buildings at New Epsom and 


Ewell, Leatherhead, Dorking 
and Molesey community 
hospitals. 

Nurse Tom Elrick, the clini¬ 
cian employed by the Surrey 
Downs Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group (SDCCG) to lead 
the review, said: “This is 
about what is best for you 
and the wider population in 
Surrey Downs. It is what is 
best for patients - it is what 
will keep patients and the 
population healthy for as 
long as possible. 

“This is about looking at 
what the population of 
Surrey Downs is going to 
need over the next three, 
four, five years.” 


Mr Elrick said he would 
also put his nurse’s uniform 
back on to spend at least a 
week working on each of the 
hospital sites. 

The team plan to meet staff 
and patients, gather data and 
set up engagement groups by 
the end of April. Their rec¬ 
ommendations will be put to¬ 
gether by July. 

James Blythe, director of 
commissioning and strategy 
at SDCCG, highlighted re¬ 
cruitment difficulties and a 
growing number of elderly 
patients in the area. 

Mr Blythe said: “It is about 
putting services around that 
allow them to remain well 


inside of addressing needs 
when they become ill.” 

He added: "We do have to 
think about where’s best 
to put these services.” 

But Professor David 
Hawksworth, chairman of 
the St Stephen’s House pa¬ 
tient participation group, 
said: “I don’t understand why 
you are going through this 
elaborate exercise. What we 
want are plans that we can 
comment on and that is what 
we hoped to see today. 

“The people who can make 
plans are the people em¬ 
ployed professionally doing it 
on the job. It just seems to be 
a talking shop, I’m afraid.” 


Mr Blythe said: “I think we 
are doing exactly what you 
are asking for. The reason 
why we are having these 
meetings is that we don’t 
want to do that in the back¬ 
ground and not tell anyone. 

“We do want views from 
people and we believe we 
should go through as many 
channels as possible.” 

As part of the review there 
will be public meetings, 
workshops, project groups, 
collection of inpatient feed¬ 
back, newsletters and infor¬ 
mation at local events.

Anger at care home closure plans

In the wake of the shock clo¬ 
sure of failing private care 
homes in recent months, 
there is mounting opposition 
to the planned closure of 
council-owned care homes. 

Surrey County Council is 
due to make a decision on its 
plan to close all six of its care 
homes at a meeting next 
week. 

GMB’s Surrey branch and 
Save our Services in Surrey 
are organising a protest to co¬ 
incide with the cabinet meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday, March 10. 

Merok Park care home in 
Banstead and Grantley Court 
in Sutton were shut in De¬ 
cember after health watch¬ 
dog the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission identified failings 
in care. 

In view of these closures, 
Liberal Democrat Councillor 
Fiona White asked: “Do the 
cabinet member for adult so¬ 
cial care and his cabinet col¬ 
leagues believe that this is 
the right time to close coun¬ 
cil-owned residential homes, 
especially in view of the re¬ 
sponsibility on Surrey to pro¬ 
vide alternative care at very 
short notice in the case of a 
home being required to 
close?” 

But County Councillor Mel 
Few, cabinet member for 
adult social care, said: “We’re 
helping many more people 
stay in their own homes until 
much later in life and 
increasingly they require al¬ 
most constant nursing when 


they do go into care, which 
our homes can no longer con¬ 
tinue to cope with.” 

On its website, GMB said: 
“The proposed closures will 
not only affect those current¬ 
ly cared for - the closures 
will mean distress to

residents and relatives, as 
well as causing the loss of 
council emergency provision, 
the loss of more than 400 jobs 
and that all future residential 
care provision for Surrey res¬ 
idents will be at the mercy of 
the commercial market.” 


Grandad in

Knife attack on teen

A lorry crashed into a town 
centre bus shelter on Monday 
morning, injuring one person 
and causing traffic chaos. 

An elderly lady was report¬ 
edly “grazed” and very shak¬ 
en when the shelter she was 
sitting in was hit in Waterloo 
Road opposite Nando’s in 
Epsom town centre. 

The accident has reignited 
concerns about lorries back¬ 
ing across the busy road 
while making deliveries at 
Nando’s and the Co-op. 

The driver of the Bidvest 
Logistics lorry was making a 
food delivery to Nando’s at 
the time of the crash. 

He said: “I stopped to ask 
the customer where to park. 
As I turned out of the bus 
stop to reverse in, the lorry 
caught the corner of the bus 
stop. 

“It was a silly error. I was 
looking out for traffic and 
was not watching the back. 
I’m gutted.” 

Councillor Neil Dallen, who 
arrived at the wreckage just 
after the crash, said: “There 
was an old lady in the bus 
stop who was very shaken 
but not badly damaged. 


“I think that lorries revers¬ 
ing ought to have a banks¬ 
man - somebody standing 
behind the lorry directing the 
driver.” 

Witness Rosemary Najim 
said: “The lorry reversed into 
the bus shelter. All the glass 
is all over the road. They 


have got the road closed off 
and there are about five po¬ 
lice cars.” 

Robin Kilic, manager at the 
nearby Epsom Grill, said lor¬ 
ries reverse into that space 
and the parking area by 
the Co-op all the time, 
adding: “It’s dangerous. It’s a 


busy road.” 

An employee at Dispatch 
Cars said he has raised the 
issue with the council be¬ 
cause lorries deliver to the 
Co-op about six times a day. 

He said: “It’s so dangerous. 
I do think one day it’s going 
to cause an accident.” 


Police have issued an appeal 
to find a teenager who pulled 
a knife on a 13-year-old boy 
and punched him in the face 
and head. 

A group of teenagers al¬ 
legedly followed the victim 
off the train at Ewell West 
station on the afternoon of 
Saturday, January 24. 

One of them caught up with 
the teenager and attacked 
him in Chessington Road at 
the junction with Mead- 
owview Road. 

On Friday Epsom and Ewell 
safer neighbourhood team re¬ 
leased a CCTV image on 
Facebook of three young peo¬ 
ple they were looking to 
speak to about the attack.

The police statement said

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Tributes to victim of huge cottage fire

Neighbours have spoken of 
their horror as a huge fire 
ripped through a cottage 
where a lovely “intelligent” 
woman died last week. 

Firefighters in breathing 
apparatus broke into the 
home in Mill Road, Epsom, 
just before midnight and 
carried out Joy Yelland who 
was in her 80s. 

But despite the best efforts 
of paramedics who tried to 
restart her heart, she was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Bunches of flowers have 
been left outside the widow’s 
burned out cottage where 
police and fire investigators 
were still at work yesterday 
evening. 

One of them was taking 
photographs of her charred 
kitchen containing cooking 
utensils, cracked plates and 
the remains of a microwave 
and oven. 

The fire had scorched the 
kitchen wall and fence while 
smoke blackened the inside 
of the building. Windows 
were open and the smell of 
burning lingered in the air. 

Neighbour Anthony Mollett 
said: “We awoke to the noise 
of the fire engines, looked of 
the window, saw the smoke 
and flames.” 




Mr Mollett said the road 
was closed off and they gave 
cups of tea to a couple evacu¬ 
ated from the house next- 
door to the fire. 

He said: “It is community 
spirit. We could not see much 
because of the dark smoke 
and we were downwind.” 

He described the emergen¬ 
cy workers as “brilliant” and 
said they had a good rapport 
with residents who came out 
to help. 

He said: “The fire brigade 
were polite, courteous and re¬ 
spectful of a difficult situa¬ 
tion. It’s dramatic, shocking.” 

Bryn Strudwick, communi¬ 
ty safety manager at Surrey 
Fire and Rescue, said fire 
damaged the kitchen and 
bathroom and the cause was 
thought to be “accidental”. 

Mr Strudwick said: “We 
have turned up to a well-de¬ 
veloped fire and crews forced 
entry to the property. 

“Unfortunately, she was de¬ 
clared dead at the scene by 
the ambulance service. 

“The crews have done 


really well; Straight in, locat¬ 
ed and rescued her. The in¬ 
vestigation is ongoing.” 

Fire crews were called at 
11.43pm and arrived six min¬ 
utes later, well within the tar¬ 
get response time. 

Paramedics were later seen 
giving Mrs Yelland CPR. 

A neighbour, who recently 
saw her in the garden, said: “I 
was crying this morning. 

“She was so nice, I have 
known her 30 years. 

“She was intelligent and 
had lived there for a long 
time. It is very sad to end life 
like that.” 

An elderly man, who lives 
in a nearby road, said: “It is 
shocking. 

“It is a warning to other 
people that they should be 
careful about smoke alarms. 

“We did not hear anything 
and it is only just around the 
corner.” 

Another neighbour, who ac¬ 
tually put up the fence that 
was burned, said: “It is devas- 
tatingly sad and very scary 
looking at the extreme.” 

She described Mrs Yelland 
as a lovely, very intelligent, 
capable and agreeable 
woman, adding: “Her pride 
and joy was her garden.” 

The following day, in the 
front garden of her burned- 
out home, called Magnolia 
Cottage, there was a magno¬ 
lia tree, and crocuses in 
bloom along with a bird feed¬ 
er a children’s scooter.

Horse-drawn tribute to Derby stalwart 


The horse-drawn hearse of a 
family man beloved by the 
Gypsy, boxing and racing 
communities will pause at 
the winning post at Epsom 
racecourse today. 

Thousands of mourners are 
expected to pay their respects 
to Peter Matthews, 70, whose 
hearse will go over the 
Downs where he put up 
fences for the Derby for 
51 years. 

Yesterday loved ones visit¬ 
ed his home in Hor¬ 
ton Hill, Epsom, 
where his body was 
and where a fire 
burned outside - an 
old Gypsy custom. 

After his death last 
month, his daughter 
Chanelle, 24, who was 
also his carer, said: 

“He was a very much¬ 
loved man, always 
helping others.” 

The hearse and the 
cortege are due to go 
to Christ Church, 

Epsom Common for 


the funeral at noon, at which 
members of his last boxing 
club, Rose Hill Amateur Box¬ 
ing Club, will attend wearing 
club tracksuits. 

After the service, his hearse 
will go to Epsom Downs 
Racecourse and travel then 
alongside the course to the 
winning post as he wanted. 

At about 1.30pm, his 60 rac¬ 
ing pigeons will be released 
into the air as he is buried in 
Epsom cemetery. 



A wake will then be held at 
the Blenheim Arms in 
Epsom. 

Last month, Ewell pubs 
closed as hundreds of people 
paid tribute to a leading 
member of the Gypsy com¬ 
munity, Sylvia Smith. 

Mr Matthews’ biological 
father was Jasper Smith - a 
leading traveller, whose own 
funeral brought Epsom to 
a standstill a number of 
years ago. 

But he was actually 
brought up by a non- 
Gypsy man, Fred 
Matthews, who he 
called dad and loved 
very much. 


‘Gentle, intelligent’ 
man took own life

A media executive took his 
own life at Beachy Head after 
a long battle with manic de¬ 
pression, employment diffi¬ 
culties and the death of his 
ex-wife, a coroner’s court 
heard yesterday. 

Described as a “very, very 
intelligent gentleman” by a 
friend, Maurice Carr, always 
known by his second name 
Desmond, went missing on 
Thursday, September 18. 

His body was found two 
days later at the notorious 
suicide spot beneath the cliffs 
near Eastbourne. 

Woking Coroner’s Court 
held an inquest into the death 
of Mr Carr, 55, who lived in 
Ewell. 

Assistant coroner Karen 
Henderson ruled that Mr 
Carr took his own life and 
died from multiple injuries. 

He left behind a suicide

note, dated the day he went 
missing. 

She said he battled depres¬ 
sion for a long time: “But the 
recent, clearly devastating, 
events in his life meant it was 
one step too far.” 

She told friends and family 
sitting in the coroner’s court: 
“Mr Carr was a very much 
loved father, brother, friend 
and partner. 

“It is a privilege to see so 
many people here today and 
I'm grateful for that. Clearly 
it is a very tragic occasion.” 

Mr Carr’s GP, Dr Nigel 
Mckee, said his low mood was 
worsened by financial prob¬ 
lems, lack of regular work 
and the fact his ex-wife had 
died from cancer a few weeks 
earlier. 

At his last appointment on 
Wednesday, September 10, 
the doctor said: “He said he 
said was feeling quite low 
and was finding it difficult to 
cope.” 

Mr Carr had a long history 
of manic depression and took 


antidepressants, but did 
not mention any suicidal 
thoughts to his GP. 

Police Sergeant Thomas 
Dunn said in a statement that 
he was called to Beachy Head, 
where coast guards were pre¬ 
sent and was told a person 
had gone over the edge. 

Mr Carr was born in Lon¬ 
don and came from the Sus¬ 
sex area, but had lived in 
Ewell for a number of years. 

He worked at an advertising 
company before joining 
Newsquest, which owns the 
Epsom Guardian, where he 
was well-liked. 

He worked in London at 
Newsquest Direct for five 
years, an arm of the compa¬ 
ny that deals with inserts in 
newspapers. 

He left three years ago. 

During a search for him in 
September, Rhys Hughes, an 
account director at the com¬ 
pany, said he was softly spo¬ 
ken: “Everyone really liked 
him. He is very, very intelli¬ 
gent, a gentleman.”

An ambulance service is 
planning to move its HQ and 
999 call centre out of Banstead. 

South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance Service plans to 
relocate from the site in the 
Horseshoe to a proposed new 
development in Crawley. 

A spokesman said the facili¬ 
ties in Banstead are “not fit 
for purpose” and it is not 
possible to redevelop the site 
cost effectively. 

He said: “Ambulances do 
not respond from Banstead. 


“We don’t yet have firm 
plans for the future of our 
Banstead site. The move 
would not take place before 
the end of 2016.” 

Sue Skelton, SECAmb’s 
acting assistant director of 
clinical operations, said: 
“The public should be reas¬ 
sured that our plans will not 
have an impact on the way we 
deliver the service other than 
improving the service we 
offer. 

“Staff will also have new, 


fit-for-purpose facilities they 
can be proud to work in. 

“The plans will provide us 
with the additional capacity 
we need to match the rising 
999 demand and allow more 
clinicians to be on hand to 
help direct patients to the 
right healthcare. 

“With 999 calls having 
increased by about 25 per 
cent since 2007 and with de¬ 
mand forecast to increase by 
5 per cent year-on-year, we 
can’t afford to do nothing.”

A leading independent school 
for boys has decided to get rid 
of its top two years due to 
declining demand for school 
places. 

The Priory Preparatory 
School, in Bolters Lane, 
Banstead, which has about 
200 pupils, has told parents 
that there will be a “phased 
closure” of years 7 and 8 from 
September 2016. 

In a letter earlier this 
month chairman of gover¬ 
nors Ashley Head said: “For 
parents of pupils currently in 
year 5 or below, your sons’ 
education at Priory Prep will 
end at the completion of 
year 6. 

“For many years, we have 
experienced declining de¬ 
mand for places in years 7 
and 8, with the majority of 
parents choosing to leave 
Priory Prep for senior 
schools at the age of 11.” 

He said senior independent 
schools have now introduced 
entrance exams at the age of 
11 and noted the “tremen¬ 
dous success” of their boys in 
gaining places at this age.

He added: “With the 
announcement last summer 
that both Epsom College and 
St John’s School are to take 
pupils from year 7 commenc¬ 
ing September 2016, there are 
now no senior schools within 
our immediate locality that 
admit exclusively at year 9.” 

Not everyone is happy 
about this though. 

Parent David Bruce 
emailed the Epsom Guardian 
to say: “Over 90 years of tra¬ 
dition cast aside, motivated 


by profit rather than what is 
in the best interests of the 
pupils. 

“I think the whole charac¬ 
ter of the school will change 
as result of there no longer 
being years 7 and 8 at the 
school. 

“Not all boys are ready to 
leave their preparatory 
school after year 6 and really 
do benefit from spending an 
extra couple of years in a 
smaller school where they 
are given room to grow, ma¬ 
ture and gain confidence in a 
familiar environment before 
embarking on their senior 
school education. 

“Frankly with this change 
year 6 will become a high 
pressure, must pass an exam 
year for the boys rather than 
a year where the exam is just 
part of the wider school year, 
which gives the boys a round¬ 
ed well balanced education 
without undue pressure on 
exam success.” 

The school, whose Latin 
motto means “one day we 
will look back on this and 
smile”, was established in 
1921 and moved to its current 
location in 1936. 

The Epsom Guardian is still 
awaiting a comment from the 
school on this issue.

A misshapen dwarf-like fairy 
with a conical hat was once 
seen running across a road in 
Ewell, according to a newly 
unearthed account. 

Jeremy Harte, curator of 
Bourne Hall museum, stum¬ 
bled across the extraordinary 
report in a book on the lost 
archives of the Fairy Investi¬ 
gation Society. 

Mr Harte asked: “Do un¬ 
seen fairies haunt Ewell? A 
new account has been pub¬ 
lished that suggests this may 
be the case. 

“Christmas Eve, 1953, was a 
clear, moonlit night. Three 
friends were walking down 
the road in Ewell, buttoned 
up against the cold, when one 
of them, Mr G, saw a mis¬ 
shapen figure run across the 
road in front of them. 

“It was short - about 5ft - 
with a sharp-featured half- 
seen face. 

“The dwarf, or whatever it 
was, wore bottle-green cloth¬ 
ing and a conical hat edged 
with fur, and was wearing 
knee boots. 

“‘Did you see that?’ said 
Mr G to Mr C, who was walk¬ 
ing beside him, and they 
compared notes: they had ob¬ 
served exactly the same 
thing, ending when the dwarf 
vanished about 2ft short of 


the far side of the road. But 
Mr F, who had been right be¬ 
side them, didn’t see a thing. 

“This is just one out of hun¬ 
dreds of reports collected by 
the Fairy Investigation Soci¬ 
ety, an organisation which 
worked with very little pub¬ 
licity for many years collect¬ 
ing true stories of fairy 
encounters. 

“Its archives have only just 
reached the light of day.” 

Seeing Fairies: From the 
Lost Archives of the Fairy In¬ 
vestigation Society, Authen¬ 
tic Reports of Fairies in 
Modern Times was published 
last summer. 

Its author, Marjorie T John¬ 
son, became honorary secre¬ 
tary of the society in 1950 and 
collected accounts of fairies 
and angelic beings from 
members of the public. 

It is not the only supernatu¬ 
ral sighting in Ewell. 

Just three years ago, in 
February 2012, a family 
travelling home by 
taxi along the Ewell 
bypass were amazed 
to see a featureless j 
figure leap 15 feet I 
over a bank. \ 

□ More than 60 
years after the fairy 
sighting in Ewell, 
Bourne Hall is set to 
celebrate flower fairies and 
garden goblins at its forth¬ 
coming festival Herald of 
Spring.

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Driver wins 6-month 
parking ticket battle

A retired postal worker has won 
a six-month battle against a 
parking ticket wrongly issued by 
the council. 

Last month Edward Lum was 
finally refunded £105 after 
Epsom Council revoked the 
penalty imposed for parking in 
Clayton Road, Epsom, in May 
2014. 

Mr Lum worked at the general 
post office there for more than 15 
years and parked in the same 
spot, next to another parked car, 
for many years. 

The council had claimed that it 
was in a special enforcement 
area - though failed to produce 
evidence of this at tribunal, and 
Mr Lum won his argument 
that it was not causing any 
obstruction. 

After Epsom Council rejected 
his appeal, Mr Lum took his case 
to the Traffic Penalty Tribunal 
that ruled that “the alleged con¬ 
travention did not occur”. 

He said: “It’s a relief because 
it’s taken a whole six months, 
but it’s worth it. It’s something I 
wanted to clarify. 

“I feel the council have been in¬ 
correctly issuing parking tickets. 
You can’t enforce it because it’s 
not blocking anything.” 

But he said he was still not 


happy as the council has not 
erected a sign there explaining 
the rules. 

Adjudicator Hilary Tilby al¬ 
lowed his appeal and ordered the 
council to pay back the fine. 

When rejecting his previous 
appeal, the council argued his 
car was not in a parking 
space and was parked more 
than 50cm from the edge of the 
carriageway. 

But Mr Lum pointed out that 
the quoted criteria said “enforce¬ 
ment only undertaken if ob¬ 
struction is caused to parking 
vehicles”. 

The adjudicator said the coun¬ 
cil did not produce evidence to 


back up its claim that area was 
classed as a “special enforce¬ 
ment area”. 

An Epsom Council spokesman 
said: “The aim of parking re¬ 
strictions is to increase the safe¬ 
ty on the highway, reduce 
congestion and to improve traffic 
flow generally. 

“They are not seen as a method 
of raising revenue. 

“A penalty charge notice was 
issued as it was believed that the 
vehicle was parked in contraven¬ 
tion of section 85 of the Traffic 
Management Act 2004. 

“On this occasion the penalty 
was revoked under the appeal 
process.”

Solution is two-way street 


Returning South Street to two- 
way traffic was always going to 
be controversial. 

Without wishing to offend the 
author, it does need careful con¬ 
sideration of all the side issues, 
weighing up the pros and cons 
across the whole of the High 
Street area, to arrive at agreement 
and I was personally highly dubi¬ 
ous of the move for some time. 

Also, and generally speaking, 
we do not like change and as 
there is no solution to the traffic 
problems of Epsom, we are left 


trying to make the best of what 
will always be a bad job. 

Potential improvements are 
constrained by railway bridges 
and Epsom is almost alone in 
having a major A road running 
right through the centre of the 
town. Since most of the traffic is 
local, rather than through traf¬ 
fic, there are no easy answers. 

The Liberal Democrats would 
have liked to have gone further, 
but the opportunity to make Ash¬ 
ley Avenue two-way has been lost 
for various reasons 


Unfortunately it is all about 
compromise. If there is a slight 
delay in travelling southbound 
once South Street goes two-way 
again, that is the price we have to 
pay for removing some traffic 
from High Street West and the 
appalling queues of traffic want¬ 
ing to turn right into Ashley 
Road, which must be a major 
contributory factor to the air pol¬ 
lution. I am not aware of any ad¬ 
ditional traffic light sets, merely 
changes to the ones at the 
current locations. 


Epsom must be a town for peo¬ 
ple rather than vehicles, other¬ 
wise it will not thrive. The 
change in South Street has been 
thoroughly considered and been 
around for several years - it is 
just the funding which has been 
the issue. I think we must have 
faith in the professionals, the 
traffic engineers and the deci¬ 
sion-makers, that the benefits 
will outweigh the “disbenefits”.

Saudi justice’ traffic problem is our killing shops 


As a constituent of Chris Grayling, I 
am sickened at revelations of his 
recent dealings with the Saudi 
prison system. 

Under Grayling’s leadership the 
Ministry of Justice has set up the 
organisation Just Solutions Inter¬ 
national, to sell British expertise, 
services and products to foreign 
justice systems. It recently bid for 
a £5.9m contract with the Saudi 
prison system. Chris Grayling visit¬ 
ed Saudi Arabia personally last 
September and signed a “memo¬ 
randum of understanding” on judi¬ 
cial co-operation. He described the 
profits he hopes to make from sell¬ 
ing services to Saudi jails - such 
as tagging systems - as a “win- 
win for hardworking taxpayers”. 

Who are these Saudi prisoners 
soon to be tagged by British tag¬ 
ging systems? Prisoners like Raif 
Badawi, sentenced to 10 years and 
still awaiting 950 of his 1,000 lash¬ 
es for writing a blog supporting 
free speech? Or the many prisoners 
sentenced to beheading? The fact 
that our MP, established in this 
supposed “safe seat”, is 
unashamedly seeking to profit from 
a system capable of such 
grotesque human rights violations, 
should concern all his constituents.

Average rent rises 


Analysis from Countrywide pic, 
the UK's largest lettings agency, 
shows that there has been an 
increase in the average UK rent 
for newly let properties. 

In January 2015, the average 
rent for newly let properties in 
the UK is £883pcm up from 
£859pcm in January 2014, an 
increase of 2.8 percent. 

One and two-bedroom prop¬ 
erties see the greatest increase 


in rent up 8.5 per cent and 3.6 
per cent to £751pcm and 
£810pcm respectively. 

Three-bedroom properties 
see a 1.6 per cent increase to 
£930pcm, whilst four-bedroom 
plus properties see a three per 
cents decrease to £l,345pcm. 

In the regions, Greater Lon¬ 
don sees the largest increase in 
rent year-on-year, up 10.6 per 
cent to £l,265pcm. 


It seems that every week there is 
another story of a letting agent 
failing its clients in some way, be it 
as a result of malpractice, financial 
negligence or incompetence. 

Giraffe Residential is the latest 
agent to have let its clients down, 
after closing without warning at the 
end of last year. 

Trading standards and police are 
currently investigating the company. 

In the meantime, other agents such as 
Leaders have been assisting landlords 
and tenants with their tenancies. 

Leaders' Surbiton branch manager, 
Amy Claydon, said: "There have been 
many such cases in south-west London 
over the last five years, where agents 
have closed suddenly without returning 
thousands of pounds worth of tenants' 
deposits. 


"Ultimately it is the landlord who is 
legally liable to return their tenant's 
deposit at the end of the tenancy, even if 
their agent has lost the money. 

"With letting agents not formally 
regulated by the government, it is up to 
the public to look into the competency 
and trustworthiness of their agent 
before renting or letting with them. 

But there are so many different organi¬ 
sations governing standards in the in¬ 
dustry that it's no wonder most people 
are completely bewildered by it all. 

"A common problem is small 
agents rapidly building their portfolios 
and business on the basis of cheap 
deals, which means they are not able 
to sustain a good service to all their 
clients long-term. 

"To keep it simple, our advice is to look 
at the following factors:" 


1) How long has the agent been estab¬ 
lished and do they have a good local rep¬ 
utation? 

2) Does the agent have professional, 
knowledgeable staff and a well-present¬ 
ed office? 

3) Does the firm have enough experi¬ 
enced staff to provide a quality service 
through all stages of the lettings pro¬ 
cess? 

4) Is the agent willing to put you in 
touch with existing clients for an en¬ 
dorsement, preferably clients who have 
used the company for a long time? 

5) Does the agent have systems in 
place to ensure it complies with the law 
at all times? 

6) Is the firm a member of self-regulat¬ 
ing organi-sations such as ARLA, TPO 
and SAFEagent?

LONGMEAD ESTATE PROPERTY MARKET OUTPERFORMS THE NONSUCH 

estate Housing market by 92% 


Last week I had an interesting 
conversation with a local landlord who 
lives on the Nonsuch Estate in Ewell. 
He called in to discuss a property he 
was looking to purchase in Epsom. 
We discussed the different areas in 
Epsom and Ewell and how they have 
performed. Interestingly, when we 
compared one of his Epsom buy to 
let properties (an ex local authority 
property in the Longmead Estate) with 
the Nonsuch Estate where he lived, 
he was quite surprised to find that 
the property market in the Longmead 
Estate area had outperformed the 
Nonsuch Estate development by 92%! 

The average price of a 2 bed apartment on 
the Longmead Estate is £186,700. When you 
consider the rents that are achieved in the 
Longmead Estate are an average of £1,100 pm, 


this gives us a yield of 7.07% per year. So is 
the Longmead Estate the best investment? Well, 
in the Nonsuch Estate development, where the 
average value of a bay fronted detached property 
is £803,500 and the average rent for such a 
property is £2,467 pm, this only gives a yield 
of 3.68% per year. This makes the yield/annual 
return on the Longmead Estate development 
92% proportionally more than the yield that can 
be achieved on property in Nonsuch Estate, 
so surely it is the best investment, isn’t it? 

However, this is a great example of annual 
yield/return not being the only factor when 
choosing an investment property, as you 
should also consider how much the value of 
the property goes up in the long term. In the 
last 15 years, property values have risen on 
average by 121.9% in the Longmead Estate 
(rising from £84,100 to the £186,700 mentioned 
above), which is very impressive considering 
there was a property crash in 2008. However, 


average property values on the Nonsuch 
Estate development have risen on average by 
an impressive 242% in the same time frame. 

Now of course, I have shown the extremes of the 
Epsom and Ewell property market here. High 
annual yielding property, such as those on the 
Longmead Estate, do attract a certain type of 
tenant which can be positive and long term, but 
also negative to the investment return for capital 
growth. Every landlord is different and requires 
different returns. Therefore, if you are investing 
in Ewell and Epsom property, do you want 
capital asset growth or annual rental yield or a 
bit of both?

As they celebrate their 125th 
year, Epsom and Ewell Harri¬ 
ers are calling for more coach¬ 
es and volunteers to cope with 
a wave of young people 
inspired by the London 
Olympics. 

Chairman Brian Vanderbilt 
said that he was delighted 
that so many youngsters are 
interested in the sport but 
said the club was struggling to 
cope with the demand. 

“For the longest time the 
problem was trying to get 
young people involved, how¬ 
ever, since the London 2012 
Olympics we have been flood¬ 
ed with youngsters and now 
have the reverse problem. 

“We cope as best we can, but 
the lack of qualified coaches 
is something that affects a 
great deal of athletics clubs 
across the country.”

Citroen calls the car'robust and 
friendly', with a quiet cabin thanks 
to new aerodynamic tweaks. 

The underside of the chassis has 


gravel protection for loose sur¬ 
faces. 

Parking sensors will be available 
at both ends of the car and it has 
been updated with Bluetooth 
functionality, an option for naviga¬ 
tion and Mirror Screen technology 
for connected smartphones. 

The diesel engine range spans 
power outputs from 74bhp to 
118bhp, fuel economy from 
64.2mpg to 68.9mpg and emis¬ 
sions from 109g/km to 115g/km. 


WHAT'S NEW? The Cayenne has 
only just been updated, gaining 
internal and external tweaks, but 
in GTS form, it gets its own set of 
upgrades: there's a unique exterior 
styling package, which includes a 
body-coloured styling kit, larger 
matte-finished alloy wheels and 
GTS badging. Mechanically, the 
GTS gets a new turbocharged V6 
engine to replace the old naturally 
aspirated V8, a sports exhaust sys¬ 
tem, unique suspension tune and 
some tasty interior kit including 
Alcantara trim and sports seats. 


LOOKS AND IMAGE: Where once 
the Cayenne was something of an 
acquired taste, it's hard not to find 
the latest model's design pleasing 
to the eye. It certainly looks its 
sharpest in GTS form; the body- 
coloured lower section gives it 
better stance. Its image is all the 
better for the GTS makeover too, 
although even now it's not a car 
for the shy, retiring type. When 
you're behind the wheel, it's hard 
not to feel like a success, which is 
precisely why it's such a popular 
choice. 


SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: The 

GTS makes no compromises over 
the standard car in respect of 
space for passengers or luggage. 
In fact the Cayenne offers one of 
the best cabins in the business; 
the seats are superbly supportive 
and comfortable with a huge 
range of adjustment, there's plen¬ 
ty of space front and rear and the 
boot can carry a stack of suitcases 
happily. Although it's unlikely to 
ever venture off-road, it's more 
than capable of getting you out 
of a sticky situation. 


BEHIND THE WHEEL: The biggest 
change for this latest GTS is the 
switch to turbocharged power, an 
inevitable result of the quest for 
improved emissions and economy. 
On the one hand, you do lose a 
little of the character of the old V8 
engine, but in truth the V6 still 
sounds good, offers more power 
and torque and better fuel con¬ 
sumption. 

Like pretty much every Porsche 
these days, all the mechanical ele¬ 
ments blend together beautifully 
to create a car that just feels right 


when you're behind the wheel. 

The engine is powerful and flexi¬ 
ble, the gearbox smooth but rapid- 
shifting when required and it 
handles with incredible verve and 
precision for a car of this size. 
VALUE FOR MONEY: The Cayenne 
GTS isn't a cheap car of course, but 
compared to the Cayenne S, on 
which it is based, you get a lot 
more for your extra cash. The more 
powerful engine, uprated brakes 
and suspension, smart bodykit 
and bigger alloy wheels are all 
worthwhile upgrades.
